A BILL

To..make provisions for. fmrsans that have been disabled by known
wounds received in the service of the United States, during the Revo-
lutzonary War.

Be it enafed, by the Senate and Houfe of Reprefenta-

el

2 tives of the United States of America, in Congrefs affembled,
3 That any commiffioned officer, non-commiffioned officer, foldier
4 or feaman difabled in the atual fervice of the United States, by
5 wounds received during the revolutionary war, and who did not
6 defert the faid fervice, thall be entitled to be placed on the pen-
7 fion lift of the United States during life: Provided, That in
8 every cale, the rules aud regulations contained in the firft fec-
9 tion of an A&, intituled “ An A& to regulate the claims to
10 invalid penfions,” paflfed the twenty-eighth of February, feven-
11 teen hundréd and ninety-three, be complied with : 4nd provided

12 also, That in no cafe fhall a penfion commence before the firft

13 day of January, eighteen hundred and three, except fo far as to
14 offsett the commutation of half pay received by fuch ofﬁcef, in
15 which cafe the proper officer fhall calculate the penfion from the
16 firft day of January, feventeen hundred ar;d eighty-four.
1 Sect. 2. And be it further enacted, That the fecretary of war,
2 be, and he is hereby direfted to place upon the invalid penfion
3 lift of the United States, the perfons that may be returned as pen-
4 fioners, agreeably to the regulations of this a&, by the judges of
5 the feveral diftricts.
1 Sect. 8. And be it further enacied, That the penfions allowed
2 by this a&, fhall be eﬁimated at the falﬁe rates, and payable in
§ . she fame mannerin all refpeéls, as dire@ed in like eafes by the adl
4 ofthe tﬁéntieth of April, fevent‘een hundred and ninety-ﬁx, inti-
5 tuled “An a& authorlzmg and dxreé’tmg the fecretary of war to
6 place certam penﬁons therem named, on the penﬁon Lift.”
